He was a membcr.of tbe City Council at its 
nrst organization in 1834.

1&41 he represented Bangor In the Maine 
Legislature, being Speaker of the Maine 
Honse ol Representatives In 183S. From 
1841 to 1843 he was Representative In Con 
Kress, being elected a Whig over Hjxnni- 
bal Hamlin, Deraoerat- He served Jn the 
Committee on Manufactures, lo 1840 he 
was again a member of the Maine Legisla- 
ture. In 1847 he moved from BaDfcor llo
